— At  a  recent  conference  where  Highland,  Ballroom,  Military  and  Country  Dancers 
and  Pipers  were  represented,  it  was  agreed  that  an  effort  should  be  made  to 
standardize  the  Foursome  Reel. 

The  following  suggestions  were  made  : — 

(1)  When  danced  as  a  dance  by  itself  it  should  take  the  form  of 

4    Strathspey  and 

4    Reel  or  Reel  of  Tulloch. 

(2)  When  a  Foursome  Reel,  followed  immediately  after  an  Eightsome,  it  should 

take  a  shorter  form,  i.e„ 
2    Strathspey  and 
2    Reel  or  Reel  of  Tulloch.
